No MATTER who is pulling the strings in 
Washington, President Harrison’s Mis- 
souri appointments have none of the 
shock to decency, so far, that character- 
ized some of President CLEVELAND’s nomi- 
nees.

There were 2,300 or more in 
and about the hall and the greatest enthusiasm 
prevailed. 
WwW. H. KLIVER, 
Vice-President of the Carpenters’ Mutual 
Brotherhood, who is visiting the city to look 
after this strike, addressea the meeting as he 
had done Sunday and Monday and in about 
the same encouraging strain. He said the 
strike was not going to be settled until it was 
settied in favor of the journeymen carpenters. 

„The Carpenters’ Brotherhood of this city 
was never 80 thoroughly organ- 
ized,’” he said, and building work 
was never so completely tied up as it is this 
morning. It will not be long before the bosses 
learn that they will want some work done 
and, like the strike in Chicago, this one will 
end in the builders descending from their 
high horse and meeting us on a level to com- 
promise. 

He warned the men against the politicians 
and free deer. He told them to be very 
quiet, to use no bricks or stones as arguments, 
but to exhaust persuasion in bringing sheep 
into the fold and taking carpenters off new 
buildings. He called on non-union men 
present to come forward and sign 
their names as members. As on the 
day before when this request was made, the 
platform was crowded with men.

COMMITTEES OF FIVE TO TEN 
were appointed to visit these places and talk 
to the men at work there. Chairman 
Blackmore, who presided at the meet- 
ing to-day and yesterday, instructed these 
committees saying: Go out and see the men 
one by one, and if you can’t get them off you 
— keep them from working by talking to 
them. 

A committee of ten was appointed to go to 
the Union Depot and receive carpenters who 
may come to the city to take the place of the 
strikers. This committee was instructed to 
relieve each other and ask the visiting car- 
penters to allow them to carry their trunks to 
Central Turner Hall.

THE CARPENTERS’ COUNCIL, 
composed of the officers of ali the local 
branches, was in session receiving reports 
from committees and communications from 
the buliders. They reported to the meeting 
saying 150 men were taken from work by the 
committee yesterday. Individual reports 
were received from about 100 builders, willing 
to pay the .demands of the ‘Brotherhood and 
recognize it as an organization.

The Railway Magnate’s Views on the Pos- 
session of Wealth.

Lonpon, April2.—The Parnell Commission 
resumed its sitting to-day. Sir Charles Rus- 
sell opened the case for the Parnellites. His 
remarks tuus far bave been characterized 
with singular moderation. He declared that 
the testimony of the 840 witnesses produced 
by Attorney-Géneral Webster, leading coun- 
sel for the Times, was irrelevant.

The Site Recommended for the New Library 
and School Board Building. 


At a joint meeting of the Lands and Leasing 
and Ways and Means committees of the School 
Board yesterday evening Director Dozier pre- 
sided and Directors O’Connor, Koenig, Shee- 
han, Grabam, Richardson and President 
Johnson were present. The resolution pro- 
posed at the last meeting for the location of 
the new Public School was amended on 


a suggestion of Mr. Judson and was finally 
adopted in the following shape to be recom- 
mended to the board at the next meeting: 
Whereas, The board owns unimproved and 
unleased real estate in the city and county of 
St. Louis belonging to, the permanent fund, 
worth, at a fair estimate, at least $300,000, pro- 
ducing no income whatever, and, sinc® a fire- 
proof building is Imperatively needed to pre- 
serve the public library and records belong- 
ing to the board, and to save insurance against 
loss by fire in the central business portion of 
the city; and, 4 0 
Whereas, The Bergon School property, on 
the northwest corner of Ninth and Locust 
streets, now owned by the board, is a most 
excellent location for the library and offices, 
as well as for business purposes; and, it being 
the opinion of intelligent real estate and busi- 
ness men that said ＋ in the near future 
will be worth double what it is worth to-day; 


and, 
Whereas, The same is now offered for sale 
by the board at a sum not less than $127,508, 
ene $1,000 per front foot on Locust street; 
an 

Whereas, Afire-proof building, somewhat 
similar tothe new Mercantile Library, built 
by the board upon said property (being 127 
feet 6 inches by 109 feet), would not only be 
centrally located for library, board room and 
office purposes, but when built and ready for 
eccupancy would yieid a permanent income 
of at least 5 per cent per annum upon the coet 
thereof, as it would belong to the board, and, 
being occupied for —— and school pur- 
poses, would not be subject to taxation; 
therefore, 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this board 
that said property should be withdrawn from 
sale, and that the board should seli enough of 
its unleased, unimproved and vacant property 
belonging to the permanent fund, and with 
the proceeds erect a suitabie fire-proof build- 
ing thereon—say seven stories high, the top 
one for library purposes, and the one next to 
the top for board room and office purposes, 
and the five lower stories for business pur- 
poses, thereby creating a permanent 
paying investment out of the pro- 
ceeds of property which is now unproduct- 
ive; provided,that on the transfer of the pres- 
ent Benton School property into the perma- 
nent fund as a permanent investment by the 
erection of the proposed building thereon, 
that forthe proceeds of sale of lands belong- 
ing tothe permanent fund an amount equal 
to the present estimated value of Benton 
School property be transferred to the bufid- 
ing fund, to be expended in providing 
new district school accommodations as re- 
quired.

NOT A SUICIDE. 


Mysterious Death of Edward Hillier, Who 
Was Found in a Quarry. 


Between the hours of 12 and 1 p. m. yester- 
day Jacob Gleich, while crossing a field one 
block west of the Five-Mile House on the 


Olive-street road, discovered the body of an 
unknown man lying by a sma!l creek with the 
head in the water. He immediately notified 
the police and the body was removed to the 
Morgue. Last evening Henry Hillier, 
residing at De Hodiamont avenue 
and Olive streets, appeared at the Morgue and 
identified the remains as those of his son, Ed- 
ward Hillier. This morning Coroner Frank 
held the inquest. The father, Henry Hillier, 
testified thet the deceased was years old, 
born in Syracuse, N. T., was single and a 
teamster by occupation, having recently been 
employed by the Burglar Bros., on Olive 
street near Rosedale Station. Henry Seibert, 
who runs a saloon and doarding- 
house ut 5553 Delmar avenue, tes- 
tied that the deceased came to 
his house Sunday evening between 8 and 9 
o’clock, saying that he wanted to stay all 
night. Afterward he changed his mind and 
‘said he would gohome. Atthis time he was 
somewhat under the influence of liquor. 

Jacob Gleich, who found the remains, said: 
1 do not know the deceased. I live at 
5131 South Sizth street, and was 
work yesterday at Hamilton Station. 

1:20 o’ clock I concluded to 

some beer, and while crossing the 
field I found the body. It was lying on the 
right side with the head hanging over the edge 
of the creek into the water. I did not touch 
the body, but notified the neighbors, who had 
the remains removed. I do not know how the 
deceased came to his death. 

This concluded the testimony, and Coroner 
Frank withheld his verdict nding the 
result of the post-mortem which he bad 
ordered. On the body was found a 
pint bottie of whisky, a pocket knife, a piece 
of tobacco and a dime. The deceased was 
last seen alive on Sunday evening by Harry 
Seibert and Frank Moran at the saloon of the 
former. About 11 o’clock the post-mortem 
was concluded. Coroner Frank then returned 
averdict of accidental death by drowning 
while under the influence of liquor. The sin- 
gular circumstances in connection with the 
case gave rise to suspicions of suicide.
